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Mission 
to honor 
founder’s 
sanctity

MISSION VALLEY — Mission 
Basilica San Diego de Alcala with its 
rich, 219-year history, will mark 
another significant event in its life 
Sept. 25, when its founder, Franciscan 
Padre Junipero Serra, is beatified in 
St. Peter’s Basilica, Rome, by Pope 
John Paul I1.. 

In conjunction with that event and 
in union with the Holy Father, Bishop 
Leo T. Maher will celebrate a noon 
Mass Sept. 25 at the old mission, 
10818 San Diego Mission Rd., in 
honor and thanksgiving of Father 
Serra’s beatification. 

Bishop Maher will use for the first 
time the officially approved prayer to 
Blessed Junipero, the man who 
founded the local church and 
community of San Diego. 

“The mission and the San Diego 
diocesan area have carried the banner 
of faith for 219 years from which 
Father Serra planted the faith. Now we 
can see how the mustard seed has 
grown, Bishop Maher told Southern 
Cross. 

In his homily at the noon Mass, 
Bishop Maher is expected to focus on 
Father Serra’s spirituality and his 
Christian witness to and pastoral care 
of the Indians to whom the 18th- 
century missionary ministered.

Stewardship ’88 raises most funds in appeal’s

SAN DIEGO — The annual Diocesan 
and Parishes’ Services Appeal this year — 
Stewardship ’88 — already has collected 
more money than any other year of the 
program, which began in 1972, 
announced Msgr. William Kraft, the 
program’s director. And this year’s 
program will not close its books until 
November, he added. 

As of Sept. 15, parishioners throughout 
the diocese have paid $2,330,255.53 
toward their pledges of $2,594,597.60. 
The diocesan goal for the program, which 
began in January, is $2,082,000.

have made pledges, with the average 
pledge being $131.08. 

Last year’s average gift was $126.74, 
the highest among any U.S. diocesan 
campaign, according to a report from the 
National Catholic Stewardship Council, 
Msgr. Kraft said. : 

Stewardship funds support charitable, 
social and educational services, priestly 
formation and assistance, and church 
development in the Diocese of San Diego. 

Also, as of Sept. 15, 48 of the 90 
parishes participating in this year’s appeal 
have exceeded their goals. 

Parishes receive rebates for the full 
amount of funds raised in excess of their 
quotas. 

These refunds enable many parishes to 


meet some of their needs, which they - 


previously did not have funds for, said 
Msgr. Kraft. 

He cited such examples as re-paving 
the church parking lot, painting and 
renovating parish buildings and 
providing tuition assistance for parish 
school students. 

Last- year 
$372,771.63. 

“The main philosophy and the key to 
the success of the annual program is that 
the parishes themselves operate 
Stewardship and adapt the program to 
their own needs,’’ Msgr. Kraft said. 

He encourages parishioners, who have 
not paid off their pledges, to continue 
making monthly payments.

Prayer — 
liberator of 
addictions

ESCONDIDO — How can 
combatants in a never-ending battle 
against drug and alcohol abuse appear so 
peaceful and prayerful? 

Ask members of ‘‘Substance Free for 
Christ,’’ a spiritual support group for 
substance abusers that’ meets Friday 
evenings at St. Mary Church here. 

Deacon Kenneth Finn of St. Mary’s, 
spiritual advisor of the group, organized 
it two years ago to fight addictions that 
invade homes, schools and workplaces. 

“Nicotine kills 300,000 people a year 
in the United States; it makes cocaine and 
other drugs look like Sunday school 
kids,’’ he told a dozen members at last 
week’s session. 

Deacon Finn added 35 million 
registered alcoholics to the list of 
substance abusers in this country. 

However, ‘‘addiction isn’t limited to 

drugs,’ he said, citing sin as ‘‘the 
substance most people become addicted 
tO. 
Membes of ‘‘Substance Free for 
Christ,’’ most of whom are Catholics, use 
prayer and Scripture as weapons in their 
war against drug and alcohol abuse. 

Deacon Finn told Southern Cross the 
group operates on the principle that 
‘“‘wholeness comes only through 
acceptance of Jesus Christ, and trust in 
Jesus allows healing of addictions to all 
compulsive behavior.’’ 

Bill Frazee, director of the group and 
former manufacturer of crystal 
methamphetamine, invited participants 
last Friday to summarize their drug- 
related victories and defeats of the past 
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history 


parishes.

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Bishop proposes major evangelization effort |

PACIFIC BEACH — Bishop Leo T. 
Maher proposed to the Diocesan Pastoral 
Council Sept. 17 a substantial two-year 
program of evangelization. 

The program would seek to convert 
every parishioner and to reach out to 
fallen away Catholics and to the 
unchurched throughout San Diego and 
Imperial counties, he said. 

If the proposal is supported by the DPC 
and the Presbyteral Council, the bishop’s 
advisory body of priests to which he still 
has to present it, then he would propose a 
committee of priests and laity to develop 
the program, Bishop Maher said. 

Speaking at the general meeting of the 

DPC, his grass-roots advisory body, at 
St. Brigid Parish Center, the bishop said 
the diocese has had a synod, getting grass- 
roots input and involvement in the 
diocese; implemented RENEW that 
converted people and got them involved 
in the church, and now there is a need for 
this kind of comprehensive evangelization 
program. 
_ Though the Catholic population of the 
diocese is listed as 450,000, representing 
only registered parishioners, he suspects 
there are 900,000 Catholics — 
approximately 300,000 Hispanics, 
100,000 Filipinos, several thousand 
Southeast Asians and blacks and 400,000 
Anglos. 

How are we reaching out?’’ he asked, 
and said he would like to see a ‘‘more 
public program, calling people to minister 
to one another, first in the family, then in 
the parish community and finally in the 
larger community,’’ reaching the 
unchurched. 

Bishop Maher said in the program 
Catholics should be able to minister to 
one another especially in the various 
cultures represented in the diocese. 

““The Good News was given to us. We 
must be giving it to others,’’ he said. 

In outlining his thoughts on such a 
program to the. DPC, he said, ‘‘This is 
my challenge to the laity in this diocese.”’ 

The DPC also heard from Father 
Daniel Polizzi, director of the diocesan 
Family Life Center, on a program for 
newly married couples that he developed 
with Richard and’Gorrine Warcholik. 

The program, utilizing a trained team 
couple, helps newly married couples 
develop communications as an art form in 
realizing and meeting their needs in 
marriage, Father Polizzi said. 

If the couple is instilled with the idea of 
their being a community, they usually 
start to see the church as a community in 

‘their lives and get more involved in their 
parishes, he related. 

The program is being used in about six 
parishes in the diocese and has also been 
introduced in some 10 other dioceses, 
Father Polizzi said. 

Mary Bixby, DPC vice chairperson, 
reported on the feedback process in the 
diocese on the first: draft of the U.S. 
bishops’ pastoral letter on women. (See 
adjacent article.) 

DPC member Jerry Giusti reported on 
a parish council workshop in the South 
Bay Deanery, from which came the idea 
of developing a trouble-shooting team to 
assist parish councils that are struggling. 

The workshop helped people to see the 
parish council as a vehicle that can draw 
people into the community, and _ it 
stressed that all parishioners are members 
of the body of Christ. ‘‘The pastors want 
and need our help,”’ he said.

Group seeks feedback on women’s pastoral.

PACIFIC BEACH — Mary Searcy 
Bixby, vice chairperson of the Diocesan 
Pastoral Council, has been named by 
Bishop Leo T. Maher to coordinate a 
diocesan steering committee to provide 
feedback from people of the diocese on the 
first draft of the U.S. bishops’ proposed 
pastoral letter on women. 

Bixby announced the members of the 
committee at the DPC meeting Sept. 17 
at St. Brigid parish, Pacific Beach. 

They are: Dr. Donna Baytop of 
Poway, who specializes in occupational 
medicine and is a DPC member; Wanda 
Fernandes of Point Loma, first vice state 
regent of Catholic Daughters of the 
Americas; Dr. Anita Figueredo, a La 
Jolla surgeon and regional link of the Co- 
Workers of Mother Teresa. 

Also, Marjorie Hughes of the 
University of San Diego community; 
Ginger Infantino, diocesan director of 
catechetical ministry; Sister Nancy Kane, 
RSCJ, diocesan vicar for women 
religious; and Dr. Edward Kujawa, an 
associate professor in the School of 
Education, University of San Diego. 

The steering committee will examine 
the first draft of the U.S. bishops’ pastoral 
“*Partners in the Mystery of 
Redemption’’ and invite input from 
parishioners through a questionnaire that 
has been sent to pastors, Kujawa, the only 
male on the committee, told Southern 
Cross. 

The involvement of parishes in this 
national-level document is, extremely

important,’’ Kujawa said. 

The parish questionnaires, to be 
answered with a consensus opinion, are 
due to the steering committee by Oct. 20. 

““The committee will organize, 
summarize and condense the responses of 
parishioners, Kujawa said. 

Then the committee’s report will be 
presented to Bishop Maher who will 
provide feedback from his diocese to the 
U.S. bishops’ women’s pastoral drafting 
committee. 

In addition to the questionnaire, 
parishes received other materials 
including suggestions on how to obtain 
the responses, such as by selecting a 
parish task force to plan a parish-wide 
consultation on the first draft. 

Bixby told the DPC the committee is 
looking for broad-based input from as 
many as possible. 

“In the feedback process, we’re going 
back to those who worked with the 


community at large to see if the document — 


reflects what was previously heard’’ in 
sessions to obtain input for the first draft, 
she said. 

The diocesan steering committee was 
formerly chaired by Dr. Kathleen Dugan, 
religious studies professor at the 
University of San Diego. 

The initial committee _ condensed 
responses from some 550 local 
Participants to topics pertinent to the

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pastoral. These were sent to Bishop 
Joseph L. Imesch of Joliet Ill, chairman of 


_ the pastoral’s drafting committee, to be 


considered in writing the first draft. 

Bixby told DPC members that 
although there are obvious differences 
between those women who might be seen 
as feminists and those as more traditional, 
there are commonalities between them. 

“**Women are calling the church. to 
proclaim its teaching on the value and 
dignity of the human person. Women 
want to be consulted and be included in 
the decision-making’ process in the 
church,’’ she said. 

-Though women are supportive of the 
clergy, they are calling for expanded areas 
of ministry, she said.

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A united Europe: 
passionate theme 
of the pope 


One of the themes raised most passionately and in- 
sistently by Pope John Paul II during the first 10 years of 
his pontificate is that of a united Europe. 

In early October the pope will have an opportunity to 
raise this theme again when he travels to Strasbourg, 
France. There he will address the European Parliament 
and the Council of Europe, two postwar institutions 
dedicated to bringing together Europe’s fractious nations. 

The pope has praised both organizations for their work 
on behalf of unity and human rights. As recently as last 
March he stressed the Vatican’s ‘‘convinced support’’ for 
the goals of the Council of Europe. 

But the unity the pope seeks is more spiritual than 
political. His vision is one of a renewed Christian Europe, 
uniting East and West. 

‘The promotion of a communitarian structure and, I 
would say its defense, depends also on spiritual and moral 
values,’’ he told a group of European parliamentarians in 
1984. 

‘‘The civilization to which European countries are just- 
ly attached will be strong if it is defended from within, if it 
protects its soul,’’ he explained. 

Speaking in Speyer, West Germany, in 1987, the 
Polish pope called for a ‘“‘new united Europe from the 
Atlantic to the Urals,’’ a mountain range bordering the 
European and Asian regions of the Soviet Union. 

The pope’s Europe pointedly includes not only Poland, 
but the Ukraine, Byelorussia and Russia as well. 

As he told Council of Europe members in March, unity 
ultimately depends on a return to Christian values. 

Europe’s political and ideological divisions are 


heightened, he said, when the fact is forgotten that 
‘Europe’s unity is ‘‘spiritual in goes far more than 
political .. 

ehristion values’? and the ‘‘humanism stemming 
from them’’ unite the eastern and western parts of 
Europe, he added. 

But in late 20th- -century Europe, the unifying impulses 
are seen by the region’s leaders as less religious and 
cultural than economic and political. The Christian conti- 
nent the pope harkens to is altogether different from the 
web of interdependent interests evident in the Council of 
Europe and the European Parliament. 

In the wake of World War II and the Soviet seizure of 
Eastern Europe, 10 Western democracies 
together in 1949 to found the Council.of Europe. Its aims 
were to unite the region’s parliamentary democracies and 
to defend human rights and the rule of law. 

Today 21 countries with a total of 400 million citizens 
are members: Austria, Belgium, Britain, Cyprus, Den- 
mark, France, West Germany, Greece, Ireland, Iceland, 
Italy, Liechtenstein, Luxemburg, Malta, Norway, the 


Netherlands, Portugal, Spain, Sweden, Switzerland and 


Turkey. 
The governing structure of the council includes a com- 


mittee of foreign ministers from each member state which , 


is its decision-making body. 


There is also a 170-seat parliamentary assembly that 


plays an advisory role to the ministers and debates impor- 
tant social and political issues. Its members are appointed 
by their national parliaments. 

A secretariat with 870 employees implements decisions 
and runs the day-to-day operations of the council. 

~ The council has adopted a flag for Europe — 12 gold 
stars on a blue background — and an anthem, Ludwig 
von Beethoven’s ‘‘Ode to Joy.” 

Its concerns include human rights, social security and 
economic justice, and migrant workers. The council is 
also concerned with Europe’s demographic decline. 

Perhaps the best-known product of the council was the 
1950 European Convention on Human Rights, which 
created a system of international judicial guarantees, in- 
cluding a European Commission of Human Rights and a 
European Court of Human Rights, both based in 
Strasbourg. 

During the pope’ s visit, he will speak to both of these 
human rights institutions after his speech to the Council 
of Europe. 

The European Parliament concerns itself with the 
bread-and-butter issues of the European Economic Com- 
munity. 

The EEC, as it is most commonly known, was 
established in 1957. 

Today it has 12 members: Belgium, Britain, Denmark, 
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Faith flourishes in Escondido 


The City of Escondido is celebrating its 100th birthday as 
a city. Now, a centennial party is certainly a cause for 
rejoicing and a time to look to the future. 

In 1886 The Escondido Land and Town Company under 
John Gruendike bought almost 13,000 acres to be parceled 
out for sales. Two years later it became a city with over 500 
people. 

The name Escondido, ‘‘hidden’’ in Spanish, refers to the 
beautiful hidden valley that makes up the area. The areaalso 
enjoyed the designation ‘‘Rincon del Diablo’’ or ‘‘Devil’s 
Corner.’’ This was because the land was between Mission 
San Luis Rey and Mission San Diego de Alcala, but it was 
territory not claimed by either parish. It was a no-man’s 
land, left for the devil to patrol. 

In 1912 it became the smallest city in the country to havea 
daily newspaper, but it did not get its first traffic signal until 
1952. 

So anxious was the developer to attract people, that he 
gave land freely for churches and schools. For a short time, 
the University of Southern California had a small college 
seminary in Escondido. 

The small Catholic population held unofficial home 
Masses whenever a priest was available, and in 1888, land 
was actually given to the Catholics. 

Bishop Mora of the then diocese of Monterey and Los 
Angeles was not able to provide a priest until 1890 when 
Father Robert F. Byrne became the first pastor of St. 
Mary’s, ‘‘the Church on the Hill.”’ 

In 1897 Father Byrne was transferred to Coronado and 
St. Mary’s became a mission of St. Joseph’s Church in San 
Diego. During that time, Mass was celebrated once or twice 
a month, sometimes by the well-known local missionary,

polls and together select the next president of the United 
States —. and thousands of other elected officials, from 
school board members to U.S. senators. It’s an important 
set of decisions, on which the success or failure of our 
form of government depends. 

Democracy works only because tens of millions of 
people take the job of voting very, very seriously. They 
know the decisions they make in the voting booth have 
real consequences for society. In fact, it appears many 
people who stay home on election day do so because 
they’re scared they’ll make the wrong decision, ie is 
certainly understandable. 

The other day I calculated that during the past 30 years 


I’ve probably voted for a couple hundred different. 


candidates in all the state, local and national elections I’ve 
participated in. A few of them were people I knew only 
from their campaign oratory. Many of them were simply 


France, West Germany, Greece, Ireland, Italy, Luxem- 
bourg, ‘Netherlands, Portugal and Spain. 

The parliament consists of 518 delegates popularly 
elected in their home countries. Its publications speak of 
the risks of underdevelopment and the continent’s ‘‘sad 
decline’’ if it does not unite economically. 

During his four days in Strasbourg and eastern France, 
the pope will find an opportunity to call Europe back to its 
roots. 

As he told a meeting of European bishops in 1982, “‘It 
will depend also on us whether Europe closes itself within 
its little earthly ambitions, in its egotism, and succumbs to 
anguish and insignificance, renouncing its vocation and 
its historic role, or whether it will find its soul in the 
civilization of life, love and hope.”’

In all those years I can’t recall voting for a Sle 
candidate whose platform or political philosophy I agreed 
with in every respect. The fact is, anyone who wants to 
participate in the democratic political process has to be 
willing to choose among the candidates who are actually 


‘on the ballot — and those candidates are rarely, if ever, 


people we agree with 100 percent. 

For many Catholic voters the overriding question this 
fall will be, ‘‘Can a Catholic support a candidate who 
supports abortion?’’ Many others will be asking the same 
quesiton in a different way, ‘‘Do I, as a good Catholic, 
have to vote for a particular candidate just because he or 
she is opposed to abortion?”’ 

Regardless of how we ask the question, our answer will 
be a personal decision. Individual bishops have spoken 
out on both sides of this issue, and the bishops as a group 
have made it quite clear they’re not going to tell us how to 
vote. We are the ones who are going to have to decide. 

Vatican II began a new era in Catholic political thought 
when it set up the principle that translating Catholic 


moral teaching into actual political programs is the job of 


the laity, for which we have both the responsibility and 
‘the authority. 

How do we decide? There are as many answers to that 
question as there are voters. And long before most of us 
can sort out our feelings, analyze the issues and get 
enough information to make an informed decision, 
election day will have arrived and we’ll have to make a 
decision, ready or not. The only sure thing is that 
whatever decision we make, we as individuals will have 
made it.

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Four parishes seek to be more hospitable 


Learning techniques from 
an Episcopalian priest

Four parishes in the San Diego diocese 
will soon participate in ‘‘Gather the 
Family Workshops’’ designed to create a 
climate of hospitality in parishes so as to 
attract new members and incorporate 
them into appropriate ministries. 

St. John of the Cross Church, Lemon 
Grove, will host the first of four 
workshops Oct. 14-15 for its members 
and those from Blessed Sacrament and 
Holy Spirit parishes, San Diego, and St. 
Pius X Church, Jamul. 

Rev. Robert Noble, director of 
‘“‘Gather the Family Institute’’ and pastor 
of the Episcopal Church of the Epiphany, 
Rancho Santa Fe, will conduct the 
workshops. 

Over half the newcomers to Catholic 
churches do not remain because ‘‘they 
enter as invisible people and remain 
strangers in the church for months,’’ 
Rev. Noble said. 

To counter this trend, he designed the 
workshops for Catholic, Episcopalian and 
Lutheran churches whose members can 
acquire ‘“‘skills and insights to become 
more caring and sensitive 
congregations. ”’ 

The content is based on St. Paul’s 
letter, 1 Corinthians 12, explaining how 
all members of the body of Christ, with 
their unique gifts, build up that body. 

Rev. Noble summarized each of the 
two-day sessions he conducts at three- 
month intervals 

The first session, entitled ‘‘Spiritual 
Gifts,’’ enables leaders to discern their 
God-given gifts by responding to a 
questionnaire, the director said. 

An analysis of the responses reveals 
whether or not the person has gifts such as 
administration, evangelism, healing, 
hospitality and teaching, he explained. 

Once someone has identified his gifts, 
the program recommends that parishes 
establish methods to assist members in 
developing their gifts and using them in 
ministry. 

Kathy Evans, pastoral associate in 
parish development at Our Lady of 
Mount Carmel Church, Rancho 
Penasquitos, made the ‘‘Spiritual Gifts’’ 
workshop last year. ; 

“Tt was a freeing experience to know 
the Holy Spirit has blessed each of us with 
gifts in different proportions,”’ she said. 
“We are called to respond to our 
giftedness and in doing so we contribute 
to building up the body of Christ.’’ 

Rev. Noble said his second workshop 
on “Intentional Caring’’ focuses on 
welcoming newcomers during their first 
two weeks in a different church. This can 
be done by having parishioners sit with 
them during liturgies and accompany 
them to fellowship activities afterward. 

The third workshop, ‘‘Shepherding,’’ 
gives guidelines on initiating new 
parishioners into experiences of 
fellowship and ministry, Rev. Noble said. 

He compared the shepherding process 
to the buddy system used for those in the 
military and business fields who are 
transferred to other locations. 

As yet, ‘‘the church is not sensitive to 
the needs of newcomers finding their way

into the heart of the congregation,’’ he 
said. 

Consequently, some 80 percent of 
members of large parishes fail to 
penetrate the fellowship barrier; they 
become passive ‘‘consumers’’ of the 
ministry of actively involved parishioners, 
Father Noble continued. 

“Unless people are lovingly brought 
into deep commitments (in the church), 
they will drift out,’’ he said, citing 
transition phases in people’s lives — 
children leaving home or the death of a 
spouse — as occasions for church 
dropouts. 

Effective shepherding of newcomers 
calls for parish leaders to identify groups 
and events that gives the new members a 
sense of belonging, according to program 
guidelines.

John of the Cross parish, Lemon Grove, 
said he hopes the leadership training 
program will result in doubling the 
number of parishioners actively involved 
in church activities, now estimated at 10 
percent. 

All parishioners ‘‘are called to the 
ministry of hospitality’’ and should strive 
to help each other feel at home in church, 
Msgr. Kirk said. 

Msgr. Robert Callahan, pastor of St. 
Pius X paarish, Jamul, said the 
workshops should help lay people reach 
out to all the needs of the parish. 

The program is a way ‘‘to increase 
participation in parish life and 
evangelization of the whole community,”’ 
said Father Dennis Mikulanis, pastor of 
Holy Spirit Church, San Diego.

When Deacon Finn inquired about his 
desire for drugs and alcohol, Hudson 
said, “‘I made a commitment to only 
drink beer.’’ 

“If Satan can’t get you with drugs, 
he’ll try to get you on alcohol,’’ the 
deacon replied. 

Hudson’s new employer, Glenn 
Thoreson, described his week as a 
winner, with increased business, 
fellowship with Hudson and feeling a 
release from problems through prayer. 

“The power of the Holy Spirit is 
moving out through you to the workplace, 
Deacon Finn told Thoreson. You and 
Chris will be ambassadors (of Christ) to 
those in the plastering industry.”’ 

Another man said his father’s 
alcoholism has wounded all members of 
his family and caused his own mental 
illness. 

“I feel it’s necessary to be healed. My 
strength is from people who pray for 
me,’’ he told the group. 

Sandy Caruso, who called herself a 
recovering alcoholic with a two-year 
sobriety record, attributed her success to 


a prayer she read: “‘I have tried in every’ 


way ... to make myself what I ought to be, 
but I always fail. Now I give myself to 
you.

From jail to

ESCONDIDO — Bill Frazee, 
director of ‘‘Substance Free for 
Christ,’’ a spiritual support group for 
substance abusers that meets at St. 
Mary Church here, told Southern Cross 
the story of his journey from jail to 
Jesus. An edited verson follows: 

I was every mother’s nightmare, 8 
years old when I started doing drugs. 


At 24, I was manufacturing crystal _ 


methamphetamine in motels, 
apartments and the back of campers. I 
made the drugs for a Southern 
California motorcycle association, a 
mini-Mafia organization made 
wealthy by putting drugs on the 
streets. I had $700,000 when I went 
down. 

That stuff was destroying me; I hit 
rock bottom. I lost my self-respect, my 
possessions and my kids, a young son 
and daughter. 

Eventually I was arrested, charged 
with attempted murder and convicted

“recovering enablers,’’ people who 
support substance abusers and_ thus 
enable them to continue their habit.

of felony assault. 

I spent a year in the Vista County , 
Jail. My so-called friends, with their 
tens of thousands of dollars from drug 
dealing, wouldn’t give me a dime in 
jail. For the first eight months I had no 
visitors; I took weekly doses of 
rejection. 

I knew there had to be a better way 
of life. 

Then two Christian girls started to 
visit me. I couldn’t figure out what was 
in it for them. They taught me what 
Christianity was all about. 

I also met (Deacon) Ken Finn, the 
chaplain who helped introduce me to 
Jesus Christ. 

While in jail I started reading the 
Bible. The Book of Proverbs seemed 
like a decent way to live. 

When I was released, the lieutenant 
told Ken that in 10 days I would either 
be back in jail or in the morgue. 

For a time I again manufactured 
drugs for the money. Then I started 
attending Ken’s Bible study and 
“‘Substance Free for Christ’’ program. 
After three meetings, I turned my 
addiction over to Jesus. It was like 
waking up from a bad dream. 

I’ve been clean for two years. I 
enjoy my freedom, although I know 
some people want to see me dead. I 
have my self-respect and the respect of 
my family, friends, community and 
the court. I walk down the street 
without firearms. I can see my kids 
whenever I want. 

I’m in awe at my relationship with 
Jesus. He has taken me from the gutter 
and given me the most abundant life 
this side of heaven. 

Where I work full time in 
construction, people around me do 
drugs. I feel free of my addiction, but 
it’s hard to see the pain and confusion 
they’re going through. 


I feel called to a street ministry to - 
show kids the way out. When I was 
doing drugs for 20 years, no Catholic 
evangelist ever approached me, only 
Jehovah Witnesses.

me understand my son-in-law,’ an 
addicted person in total denial of his 
situation, who has hurt her daughter and 
grandchild. 

Another enabler, who lives with 
substance abusers, said she comes to the 
group for fellowship. She read verses 
from St. Paul’s letters that help in her 
“struggle to obey and trust in the Lord.’’ 

Frazee’s supportive comments seemed 
to fortify the members in their fight to 
remain substance free for Christ. 

“‘You’re growing by leaps 
bounds,”’ he told a participant. 

Addressing the group, he said: ‘‘A lot 
of us are of one mind. The closer we get to 
God, the more our minds are in ‘sync.’ ”’ 

Twice during the meeting Deacon Finn 
asked the group to pray for certain 
individuals present. Joining hands, the 
members prayed for these persons’ 
deliverance from the bonds of addiction. 
At one point they sang ‘‘Change my 
heart, O Lord.’’ 

A recipient of the prayers said, ‘‘I have 
my hope and courage back again.”’ 

Carlos Woodward, a group member, 
said, ‘‘I have never seen such great 
Christians as are in this room.”’

Throughout the meeting, Deacon Finn 
and his wife, Marie, gave strategies to 
shield Christians against the onslaught of 
materialism. 

““Today Scripture, morality and truth 
are being compromised,’’ the deacon 
said. ‘‘We hear more about feeling good 
than being good.”’ 

He said that people’s fear of being 
unloved results in their un-Christian 
attitudes.

MAPUTO, Mozambique — For Pope 
John Paul II, southern Africa may be 
remembered as the place where the 
Gospel message faces some hard, often 
violent, everyday realities. 

During the Sept. 10-19 visit, the pope 
preached Christian hope and _non- 
violence to five countries in the 
continent’s most troubled region. 

At the same time, he recognized that 
political divisions, poverty, civil war and 
the effects of South Africa’s racial system 
were straining the area’s ability to cope. 

Midway through the visit, a bus 
hijacking in Lesotho gave a small but 
dramatic illustration of the region’s 
explosiveness. Six people — two Catholic 
pilgrims and the four hijackers — were 
killed in the shootout that erupted as 
South African commandos stormed the 
bus minutes after the pope’s motorcade 
passed by. 

South Africa, which surrounds 
Lesotho, had sent its forces into the 
country to deal with the situation. The 
pope was not told until it was too late that 
the terrorists had wanted to talk with him. 

The next day, the only thing left for the 
pope to do was console the wounded and 
offer them the Christian lesson of 
forgiveness. His unscheduled hospital 
visit, however, left a lasting and healing 
image for many in Lesotho shocked by 
the violence. 

Throughout the visit, crowds at most 
papal events were small. In explanation, 
organizers pointed to two simple African 
facts of life: people could not afford to 
take a day off work, and in many places

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transportation was either unsafe or 
impractical. a 

The region’s lagging technology meant 
that few of the pope’s Masses, meetings 
or prayer services were broadcast on TV 
or radio. But the pope went out of his way 
to say he understood all this, and kept 
those absent especially in his prayers. He 
was experiencing firsthand the distance 
that so often separates African Catholics 
from their ministers. 

The pope tailored his message to the 
local situation, particularly in two 
nominally Marxist countries, Zimbabwe 
and Mozambique, where churches have 
carved out operating room in recent 
years. 

In Zimbabwe, the pope found much to 
praise in a government program that 
includes the church as a full partner. 

In Mozambique, the pope also adopted 
a conciliatory line toward the government 
in most of his speeches. But it was 
interesting that when he made his most 
critical comments, he did so discreetly, in 
a private meeting with the country’s 
bishops. 

To the bishops, the pope made it clear 
that he thinks the state bears much of the 
responsibility for starting the devastating 
civil war, and he supported the bishops’ 
call for dialogue with all parties in the 
fighting. 

In each of his stops, Pope John Paul 
also stressed that the church wants to be a

moral force in the building of society. He 
convincingly described the post-colonial 
church as a native one, willing to help 
solve social problems. 

But he had to admit that many local 
churches simply do not have the resources 
to cope with even their own pastoral 
needs. 

In Mozambique, for example, where 
priests are practically confined to cities 
because of the fighting, thousands of 
small church communities are isolated in 
the countryside and rarely see a 
clergyman. And while the government is 
now handing back confiscated property, 
the church is without the money or 
personnel to use it. 

In Mozambique and elsewhere along 
the pope’s route, the percentage of 
Catholics in the population has been 
shrinking for the last several years. The 
pope has turned evangelization into a 
running subtheme of his trip, and made a 
plea for vocations at every stop. 

In most places he offered a reasoned 
Christian view that linked social progress, 
family unity and prayer. But here, too, 
practical problems were evident. In 
Swaziland, for example, where the pope 
preached monogamy, the king showed up 
late for Mass with two of his four wives. It 
was symptomatic of the resistance 
throughout much of Africa to the rule of 
monogamy in Christian marriage. 

Racial injustice, too, was a theme

But 
while the pope’s words against apartheid 
were applauded in Zimbabwe and 
Botswana, in South Africa more attention 
was given to the pope’s rejection of 
violence ‘‘no matter how unjust the 
situation.”’ 


South African authorities used such 
statements to imply that the pope’s 
political view of the region was similar to 
their own. 


The trip brought an unexpected public 
relations coup for South Africa when the 
pope dropped in after his plane was 
diverted to Johannesburg’s Jan Smuts 
airport from its scheduled landing in 
Lesotho. South Africa quickly arranged 
ground transport complete with police 
escort in a show of efficiency.

‘*Parish youth and welfare groups are 
carrying out a powerful witness to 
community-level sharing’’ in flood- 
stricken villages, said Ruben Gomes, 
welfare director of Caritas Bangladesh. 

He said that besides sharing their own 
meager resources, the St. Vincent de Paul 
Society and other parish and diocesan 
charitable organizations had volunteered 
to channel Caritas relief aid to rural areas, 

Gomes said several Catholic groups had 
responded generously to Caritas 
Bangladesh calls for aid, including Catholic 
relief agencies in West Germany, the 
Netherlands and Great Britain. Catholic 
Relief Services, the U.S. bishop’s overseas 
relief and development agency, pledged 
$300,000 for immedicate aid. 

By Sept. 15, the death toll in Bangladesh 
from monsoon flooding had surpassed 
1,300, and government officials warned 
that the number of people suffering from 
water-borne diseases was rapidly 
increasing. 

The Association of Development 
Agencies in Bangladesh said 43 million 
people had been affected by the floods, and 
9.5 million acres of cropland had been 
destroyed. More than a million homes were 
destroyed. 


Indonesia replaces 
foreign missionaries 


JAKARTA, Indonesia — The 
Indonesian government is formulating a 
new policy that would reduce the number 
of foreign missionaries and replace them 
with Indonesians. 

The policy is still under discussion by 
the Education and Culture Ministry, the 
Religious Affairs Ministry and_ the 
National Intelligence Coordinating Body, 
said Sudomo, coordinating minister to 
political and security affairs. 

“‘Like foreign investors, the number of 
foreign missioners who work in the 
country will be reduced and replaced by 
local missioners,’’ he said following a 
meeting of officials in charge of political 
and security matters. 


Program sponsoring 
seminarians gets results 


SILVER SPRING, Md. — To ease the 
critical shortage of military chaplains, the 
Archdiocese for the Military Services and 
civilian dioceses are now co-sponsoring 
seminarians. 

As a result of the new co-sponsorship 
program, 22 young men began studying for 
the priesthood this September. Five more 
are studying to be religious order priests. 

Archbishop Joseph T. Ryan, who heads 
the military archdiocese, said at a press 
briefing Sept. 12 that the shortage of priests 
in general has a serious impact on the 
archdiocese because the military 
archdiocese relies on priests loaned from 
other dioceses. 


Arizona judge reverses 
controversial order 


PHOENIX, Ariz. — An Arizona judge 
has reversed her controversial order that an 
18-year-old woman convicted of 
abandoning her children remain on birth 
control for the rest of her childbearing 
years. 

Catholic officials in Phoenix and the 
American Civil Liberties Union had joined 


in criticizing the order handed down last 
June as a violation of the woman’s 
constitutional right to religious freedom. 

The woman, Debra Ann Forster, who is 
Catholic, was sentenced by Superior Court 
Judge Ellis Budzyn to lifetime probation 
and the use of birth control after she pleaded 
guilty to two counts of attempted felony 
child abuse. 

The judge’s reversal Sept. 2 followed 
motions filed by attorneys for Mrs. Foster, 
who is pregnant with her fourth child. 


New AIDS statement 
to be drafted for NCCB 


WASHINGTON — Archbishop Roger 
M. Mahony of Los Angeles will head a five- 
member committee of bishops drafting a 
new statement on AIDS for the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops. 

The appointment was made by 
Archbishop John L. May of St. Louis, 
president of the NCCB, and was 
announced Sept. 15 in Washington. 

Others appointed by Archbishop May to 
the new committee were Cardinal Joseph 
L. Bernardin of Chicago, Cardinal 
Bernard F. Law of Boston, Bishop 
Raymond W. Lessard of Savannah, Ga., 
and Bishop William H. Keeler of 
Harrisburg. 


Excommunicated monks 
reconcile with Rome 


PARIS — Monks at a Benedictine 
monastery used by excommunicated 
Archbishop Marcel Lefebvre have 
reconciled with the Vatican and indicated 
their wish to be reintegrated into their 
order. 

Fifty monks reside at the monastery, 
Sainte-Madeleine in  Barroux. 
Archbishop Lefebvre often stayed at the 
monastery, as did well-known figures of 
the extreme right, such as Jean-Marie Le 
Pen, who ran for president of France 
earlier this year. 

““The monks of Barroux have deserted 
us in time of war,’’ said Bishop Bernard 
Tissier de Mallerais, who was 
excommunicated in June when 
Archbishop Lefebvre ordained him and 
three others against Vatican orders.

Riot in Haiti kills 
five; wounds 60 others 

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti — A large 
group of men attacked parishioners at a 
Sept. 11 Mass celebrated by a noted 
activist Haitian priest, killing as many as 
five and wounding at least 60. 

Upwards of 50 men, wielding guns, 
large sticks and machetes, burst into St. 
John Bosco Church in the La Saline slum 
area of Port-au Prince and began an 
indiscriminate attack on the 600 
worshipers. inside, witnesses said. 


_ Afterward, they burned the church. 


Parishioners protected their pastor, 
Father Jean-Bertrand Aristide, from the 
armed band — enabling him to escape. 


Congress votes to affrim 
the Hyde amendment 


WASHINGTON — Church and pro- 
life leaders welcomed action by Congress to 
affirm the Hyde amendment banning most 
Medicaid funding of abortions. 

The House of Representatives voted 
216-166 Sept. 9 to uphold the ban, which 
forbids federal Medicaid funding of 
abortion except in a case where the 
woman’s life is endangered. 

The Senate had voted 73-19 on July 27 to 
begin permitting use of medicaid funds for 
abortions in cases of rape or incest when the 
crime is promptly reported. 

But after the House’s insistence on the 
Hude amendment, the Senate voted 47-43 
on Sept. 13 to kill its proposal for rape and 
incest exceptions. 


Various groups support 
legislation for families 


WASHINGTON — Groups ranging 
from the U.S. bishops’ pro-life committee 
to the National Abortion Rights Action 
League have lined up to. support 
legislation that would require companies 
to give unpaid leave to parents of 
newborn or seriously ill children. 

The Family and Medical Leave Act 
calls for companies with more than 50 
employees to allow their workers to take 
unpaid leaves of at‘least 10 weeks to care 
for newborn, seriously ill or newly 
adopted children. 


Court may reverse 
Roe vs. Wade ruling 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark. — Supreme 
Court Justice Harry A. Blackmun, who 
wrote the 1973 Roe vs. Wade decision 
legalizing abortion, suggested Sept. 13 the 
court might reverse that ruling in its 
upcoming term. 


The 15-year-old decision’s fate rests in 

part on the views of the court’s newest 
member, Blackmun indicated. 
Justice Anthony M. Kennedy joined the 
court in the middle ofthe 1987-88 term. His 
arrival came after the court, down one 
member, split 4-4 and issued no opinion on 
the case of an Illinois law requiring that 
parents be notified 24 hours before teen-age 
girls get abortions. 


Women’s pastoral 
causes disappointment 


ST. PAUL, Minn — Members of a 
Leadership Conference of Women 
Religious panel discussing the first draft of 
the bishops’ pastoral letter on women 
expressed disappointment in the pastoral, 
in the bishops and in women. 

The panel was part of the LCWR 
assembly meeting held last month in St. 
Paul. 

Loretta Jancoski, director of the 


Institute for Theological Studies at Seattle . 


University, said she was disappointed in 
women because she believes they have 
responded superficially to what the bishops 
have said in the pastoral without looking at 
what they have not said. 


Protection of Indian 
lands call ‘genocidal’ 


LONDON — A Brazilian bishops’ 
agency accused the government of lying 
when it announced a proposal for 
protection for Indian lands and called the 
plan ‘‘genocidal.’’ 

Although the government’s Indian 
agency has announced a plan to grant legal 
protection for more than 8 million hectares 
(20 million acres) for the Yanomami, 


‘Indians will occupy less than one-third of 


that land and will be restricted to 19 
unconnected areas, the CIMI statement 
said. 


Priestless parishes 
becoming prevalent 


WASHINGTON — Seventy of 167 
U.S. dioceses responding to a survey have 
parishes and missions administered by 
someone other than a priest, according to 
the U.S. bishops’ Committee on the 
Liturgy. 

The 70 dioceses with priestless parishes 
and missions reported a total of 193 faith 
communities headed by either a women 
Religious, a deacon, a lay person or a 
religious brother, said a report on the 
survey published in the committee’s 
newsletter. 

Fifty-one of the 167 dioceses said that 
within the past year there were parishes or 
missions in their dioceses where a Sunday 
worship service had been held in the 
absence of a priest. 


Lithuanian bishop 
to visit the Vatican 


ROME — The Soviet Union has givena 
Lithuanian bishop, barred for decades by 
the government from practicing his 
episcopal ministry, permission to make his 
fist visit to the Vatican, Lithuanian 
Cardinal Vincentas Sladkevicius said. 

Bishop Julijonas Steponavicius, 76, is 
expected to meet with Pope John Paul II at 
the Vatican in October, Cardinal 
Sladkevicious said in an interview with the 
Italian news agency ANSA Sept. 6. 

According to Lithuanian church 
sources, Bishop Steponavivius is widely 
rumored to be the secret cardinal appointed 
by the pope in 1979.

Although writer-director John Sayles is 
known for his’ offbeat, independently 
produced fiction films (‘‘The Brother 
from Another Planet’’), he recently seems 
to be obsessed with non-fiction topics of 
limited interest (‘‘Matewan’’). Based on 
the 1963 book by Eliot Asinof, Sayles’ 
latest personal project, Eight Men Out 
(Orion Pictures), dramatically re-creates 
a 1919 World Series scandal that saw the 
bribe-taking Chicago White Sox lose to 
the Cincinnati Reds. Eight Sox players 
were ultimately tried and acquitted of 
bribery charges, but the men were barred 
from ever playing in the major leagues 
again. 

Sayles constructs what appears to be a 
meticulously researched rehash of the 
scandal. With attention to period detail 
and each player’s personal foibles, Sayles 
creates a morality play in which the 
dimwitted boys of summer compromise a 


Best friends learn about first love 


Although American audiences may 
have some initial difficulty tuning in to its 
heavy Australian slang and dialect, The 
Year My Voice Broke (Avenue Pictures) 
focuses on universal aspects of 
adolescence and first love. 

Set in a dusty New South Wales town 
nestled within a panoramic sweep of hills 
and valleys, the film unfolds in flashback 
from the 1962 point of view of Danny 
(Noah Taylor). At 15, Danny has fallen 
impossibly in love with his childhood 
chum Freya (Loene Carmen). Older and 
sexually more aware than Danny, Freya 
loves Danny as a friend but dates Trevor 
(Ben Mendelsohn), a wild boy whose 
reckless ways tempt Freya to lose her 
virginity. 

The film follows Danny as he painfully 
observes Freya’s inexplicable infatuation 
with Trevor. Although Danny dreams up 
ways to gain Freya’s sexual interest, from 
hypnotism to telepathy, he can ultimately 
do little but stand by helplessly as Freya 
makes bad choices that will compromise 
her life and’ reputation forever.

lifetime of professional credibility for big 
bucks (which they never really. received) 
and to strike back at their stingy ball club:

rather showy role of Ring Lardner, who 
as a sportswriter along with Hugh 
Fullerton (Chicago writer Studs Terkel) 
exposes the scandal to the disbelieving 
hometown fans. For some wrongheaded 
reason, Sayles insists on acting in his 
films, which also always include lackluster 
character turns by his stock company of 
friends and cronies. 

While ‘‘Eight Men Out’’ is not 
dominated by any one actor, Sayles’ 
scene-stealing Lardner tends to outshine 
the rest of the almost indistinguishable 
cast by virtue of his height and wooden 
acting. At first, it’s hard to tell one 
ballplayer from the other; and it’s not 
until the last half of this long, somewhat 


Director-writer John Duigan does a 
beautiful and ultimately moving job of 
exploring the vicissitudes of adolescent 
boy-girl relationships. The friendship 
between Freya and Danny, unlike the 
weak Freya-Trevor union, is a strong 
spiritual bond that cements them together 
as equals. They support each other 
through times of public ridicule — he is 
harassed as a nerd by upperclassmen and 
she is mocked as a fallen woman by 
gossipy townsfolk — and they prolong 
their innocent friendship in their secret 
mountain hideaway.

He will also focus on the historical 
context, comparing contemporaries 
Father Serra and George Washington as 
“‘great pioneers’? — one founding the 
country and the other founding the 
church in California. 

In founding Mission San Diego and 
eight other California missions, Father 
Serra laid the framework for the 
establishment of the other 12 missions in 
the state along the ‘‘E] Camino Real.”’ 

Mission Basilica San Diego de Alcala 
will show a filmstrip presentation on its 
founding and history and Father Serra’s 
part in it in the mission’s La Sala room 
after the noon Mass and after the 8, 9, 10 
and 11 a.m. Masses Sept. 25. 


The diocesan archivist, Sister 
Catherine Louise LaCoste, CSJ, is 
planning to attend the beatification 


ceremony in St. Peter’s Basilica at the 
Vatican. 

On the trip she is expected to present a 
copy of the Mission San Diego de Alcala 
death register to an archivist in Mallorca, 
Spain, birthplace of Father Serra. 

Louise Murphy, vice president of 
vocations for the Serra Club East, which 
meets at Mission San Diego, is also 
expected to attend the Rome ceremony. 
Serra clubs, named for Father Serra, 
promote church vocations. 

Another from the diocese who plans to 
attend is Jo Ann La Gasse, a parishioner 
of St. Mary’s, National City, and a 
novice in the Secular Franciscans. 

The beatification ceremony will partly 
culminate the 30-year effort of Franciscan 
Father Noel Moholy of San Francisco, the 
vice postulator of Father Serra’s cause. 
The completion of his efforts has one 
major step to go — canonization. 

The first step occurred in 1985 when 
Pope John Paul II declared Father Serra 
“‘venerable,’’ confirming the Franciscan 
had lived a life of heroic virture. 

Father Serra’s beatification was 


possible after the pope approved a miracle 
attributed to his intercession. 

The church authenticated the 
miraculous recovery 30 years ago of Sister 
Mary Boniface Dyrda, 71, of St. Louis 
through the intercession of Father Serra. 
She was cured from lupus, a chronic 
inflammatory disease that attacks the 
body’s connective tissue. 

After beatification, another miracle will 
need to be attributed to Father Serra’s 
intercession for the pope to approve 
canonization. 

Two persons — 5-year-old Brendan 
O’ Rourke of San Francisco, who suffers 
from AIDS, and Dominican Sister Ann 
Clare Johnson, 30, of San Jose, who has 
cancer — are hoping for miraculous cures 
through Father Serra’s intercession, 
furthering his cause for canonization. 

They are expected to attend the 


_ beatification ceremony in Rome. 


Individuals who have been beatified 
receive liturgical honors, but only within 
a limited sphere. For example, Masses 
may be celebrated in their honor by their 
religious orders or within their countries. 

With canonization, liturgical honors 
become universal because the church then 
can assure the faithful worldwide that the 
person is in heaven and worthy of such 
honors. 

Father Serra was born on_ the 
Mediterranean island of Mallorca, off the 
east coast of Spain. After becoming a 
Franciscan, he went to Mexico in 1749 as 
a missionary. 

On July 16, 1769, he founded Mission 
San Diego de Alcala on Presidio Hill 
overlooking Mission Bay. Five years 
later, Padre Luis Jayme, Padre Serra’s 
successor as pastor, moved it six miles 
east to its current location. 

A tiny, frail man — only 5 feet 2 inches 


— Father Serra walked thousands of 


miles in Mexico and in California, much 
of it with a leg injury caused by an insect 
bite from which he suffered the rest of his 
life. 
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Liturgical conference 
to stress social justice

SAN DIEGO — Over 350 persons are 
expected to attend the national meeting of 
Diocesan Liturgical Commissions set this 
year for Oct. 10-13 at the Holiday Inn at 
the Embarcadero in San Diego. 

Held every year for diocesan personnel 
involved in liturgy, the event provides 
input for members and non-members on 
a particular liturgical issue, explained 
Sister Joanne Nicgorski, OSF, director of 
the San Diego diocesan Center for 
Liturgy and Prayer. 

However, anyone interested in liturgy 
or social justice is encouraged to attend, 
said Chris Whitten, associate director of 
the national meeting and program 
director for the Center for Liturgy and 
Prayer. 

“This is a great opportunity for 
parishioners to see grass roots in action,”’ 
said Whitten. 

This year’s theme, ‘‘Liturgy and Social 
Justice: Celebrating Rites — Proclaiming 
Rights,’’ explores and clarifies the 
relationship between social justice and 
liturgy, said Sister Nicgorski. ‘‘It’s a real 
challenge, especially for those trying to 
identify the connection between the two.’’ 

That connection, she explained, is the 
Gospel, the sharing of the Word. ‘‘We 
are not putting social justice into 
liturgy.’’ Social justice is a result of the 
Gospel; it’s inherent in the Gospel,’’ she 


. said. 


“Tf the root meaning of the word 
‘‘liturgy’’ is the work of the people, then 
it is not isolated to one hour on Sunday. 
The Eucharistic action does not stop 
when Mass is over. It is the whole 
dynamic of who we are as a Gospel 
people,’’ Sister Nicgorski said. 

One of the workshops at the meeting, 
‘‘When the Mass is Over, the Service 
Begins,’’ reflects the connection between 
social justice and liturgy, she noted. 

Another session, ‘‘Call to New Life: 
Justice and Prayer from the Feminine 
Perspective,’’ will be conducted by Dr. 
Kathleen Dugan, associate professor of 


religious studies at the University of San 
Diego. 

Dugan will address how, as men and 
women, ‘‘we hear the same word but 
respond from where we are. Women 
respond from a uniquely personalized 
dimension but complement that of the 

” said Dugan. 


man, 


Guest speakers Archbishop Raymond 
G. Hunthausen of Seattle, Sister Thea 
Bowman, FSPA, Sister Diane Bergant, 
CSA, Father Bryan Hehir and Father 
James Lopresti were chosen as speakers 
because of their ministries and 
scholarship, said Sister Nicgorski. 


Sister Bowman is on the faculty of the 
Institute of Black Catholic Studies at 
Xavier University in New Orleans and is 
a consultant for Intercultural Awareness 
for the Diocese of Jackson, Miss. 


Sister Bergant is a professor of Old 
Testament Studies at Catholic 
Theological Union in Chicago and a 
member of the Lectionary Subcommittee 
for the U.S. bishops’ Committee on the 
Liturgy.
